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Gentlemen — 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1913. 
The  year  has  been  fairly  healthy  on  the  whole.  We  have  had  an  epidemic 
of  Mumps  of  a mild  character.  Influenza  was  rife  again  as  usual  in  the 
Spring  and  four  deaths  were  caused  by  it.  We  had  no  other  Epidemic. 

Your  district  contains  2770  acres.  It  lies  about  three  miles  from  the 
sea,  most  of  it  being  150  to  300  feet  above  Sea  Level.  It  is  hilly  fand 
is  bounded  by  the  Lake  Hills  on  the  East  Side.  The  town  of  Egremont 
is  1 50  feet  above  sea  level,  Bigrigg  and  Moor  Row  are  300  feet  approximately. 
The  subsoil  is  clay  or  gravel.  These  facts  account  for  the  healthy  state  of  the 
Inhabitants  as  the  country  side  may  be  said  to  be  constantly  swept  by  either 
Sea  or  Mountain  breezes. 

The  population  is  6305.  The  majority  of  the  inhabitants  are  Iron  Ore  Miners 
which  is  on  the  whole  a healthy  occupation. 

There  are  38  persons  in  receipt  of  Poor  law  Relief. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  is  an  excellent  one  and  comes  from  Cogra. 
A Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  has  been  made.  The  Report  is 
given  below.

I enclose  herewith  the  results  of  the  analysis  of  the  two  samples  of 
water  you  sent  me,  the  one  being  Cogra  drawn  from  a tap  in  your  house,  the 
other  being  a sample  taken  by  the  Egremont  Urban  District  Council  at 
Wormgill. 

There  is  very  little  difference  between  the  two  waters  such  slight  differ- 
ence as  there  is  being  in  favour  of  the  Cogra  sample.  Both  waters  are 
however  of  extreme  purity  containing  less  than  two  grains  of  solid  matter  in 
the  gallon.  [They  are  free  from  vegetable  and  animal  contamination  and  are 
therefore  safe  and  wholesome  for  use  as  drinking  waters.  Being  very  soft 
they  are  highly  suitable  for  other  domestic  usesand  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

In  short  they  are  most  excellent  waters  for  the  supplying  of  a town  or 
district.

The  RIVER  EHEN  bounds  the  district  on  the  East  side.  It  is  a rapid 
flowing  river  of  fair  purity. 


DRAINAGE. 

The  DRAINAGE  and  SEWAGE  SYSTEMS  are  very  efficient  and  act  well. 
The  CLOSETS  are  with  very  few  exceptions  supplied  with  water, 

SCAVENGING. 

The  SCAVENGING  is  done  daily  by  the  Council’s  men  and  the  refuse  is 
removed  in  ashbins  of  varied  characters. 


INSPECTION. 

With  the  Sanitary  Inspector  I have  made  a systematic  inspection  of 
the  whole  of  your  district.  The  district  was  in  a satisfactory  condition 
and  the  various  suggestions  were  carried  out  fairly  well.  122  special  inspec- 
tions were  made  of  premises  which  were  brought  under  my  notice.  In  every 
case  of  infectious  disease  the  premises  have  been  inspected  as  soon  as  possible 
and  an  endeavour  made  to  trace  the  origin  and  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 

Under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act  533  notices  have  been 
served  and  are  having  attention.  167  verbal  and  16  written  notices  were 
served  during  1913  and  were  all  complied  with. 

One  Statutory  Notice  was  issued  and  this  is  having  attention. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  SCHOOLS  are  in  a good  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  is 
plentiful.  At  Bigrigg  new  cloak  rooms  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  being 
supplied. 

The  INFANT  SCHOOLS  were  closed  for  some  weeks  due  to  the  epidemic 
of  Mumps. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWHOUSES. 

All  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  in  a dean  condi- 
tion and  the  milk  supply  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  all  inspected  and  have  all  been  white- 
washed and  comply  with  the  regulations. 

No  complaint  about  any  other  food  has  been  received. 

The  Bakehouses  on  inspection  being  found  satisfactory. 

XHE  Slaughter  Houses  were  found  on  inspection  to  be  in  a 
clean  state. 
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HOUSING. 

There  still  exists  a great  scarcity  of  houses,  especially  in  Egremont 
itself.  This  entails  much  overcrowding.  Attempts  are  being  made  to 
remedy  this  state  of  affairs.  In  my  opinion  this  is  a matter  which  is  of 
the  greatest  importance  and  deserves  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 


No  New  Houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year  for  the 
working  classes. 

The  Workshops  have  all  been  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  state. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever — Two  cases  occurred  in  the  Egremont  District. 
One  was  removed  to  Galemire  Hospital.  The  other,  a doubtful  case  was 
not  removed.  Two  Cases  occurred  in  Moor  Row.  One  was  removed  to 
Galemire  and  the  other  died  at  home.  One  case  occurred  at  Woodend. 
It  was  effectually  isolated  at  home.  The  origin  of  these  cases  could  not  be  traced. 

Diphtheria  . — Three  cases  occurred  in  Egremont.  Two  died  at 
home  and  the  other  at  Galemire.  These  were  all  seperate  and  had  no 
connection  with  each  other.  Their  origin  could  not  be  traced. 

E RYSI PELAS— Eleven  cases  of  this  rather  vague  disease  were  re- 
ported. In  every  case  the  premises  were  inspected  and  nothing  amiss  could 
be  found. 

Enteric  Fever  — One  case  was  notified  from  Moor  Row.  This 
man  died  and  no  cause  for  this  disease,  which  is  happily  very  rare  in  this 
district,  could  be  made  out. 


Measles — There  have  been  a few  isolated  cases  of  this  disease 
and  two  deaths  were  caused  by  it. 

Whooping  Cough  — This  has  not  been  epidemic. 


Influenza — This  disease  was  prevalent  as  usual  in  the  Spring 
and  four  deaths  were  due  to  it. 

Infantile  Mortality — Twenty-six  deaths,  ll  less  than  the 

year  before,  took  place  under  one  year  of  age  giving  an  infantile  death-rate 
of  139  per  1000.  This  is  a satisfactory  rate  and  calls  for  no  remark. 


Cancer  caused  three  deaths. 
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Puerperal  Fever  —No  cases  were  reported. 


Tuberculosis — Twenty-seven  cases  were  reported,  of  which  eighteen 
were  pulmonary.  It  may  here  be  stated  that  for  the  prevention  of  this  disease 
good  housing  is  imperative  and  isolation  is  the  only  sure  means  of  preventing 
contagion.  I understand  that  Sanatorium  Treatment  will  in  the  near  future  be 
available  for  these  cases.  Thirteen  deaths  were  due  to  this  scourge.  Five 
of  these  were  Miners  Phthisis  acquired  in  South  Africa.

Reports  have  been  made  to  the  Health  Committee  every  four 
weeks  during  the  year,  shewing  Births  and  Deaths  and  percentage  of  same, 
and  Infectious  Cases  reported.

Transferable  deaths  of  non-residents,  i.e., 
of  persons  resident  elsewhere  in  England  and  Wales  wlio  have  died  in  the  District,  are  in  like  manner 
to  be  excluded  from  these  columns.
